tory and escaped with $514,000 
was found Monday night only 
a short distance from the rob­ 
bery scene, police said today. 


Police said twine, sim ilar to 
that used to bind several of the 
victim s in the rectory, and a re­ 
volver holster were found in the 
abandoned car. 


Patrolman 
Michael 
Greco 
found the car, just around the 
corner from the rectory of St. 
Anthony’s 
R o m a n 
Catholic 
Church. It had been reported 
stolen by Eugene Iacovela of 
Saddle Brook, N.J., on Nov. 7. 
It bore 
license 
plates 
stolen 
from the car of William McMas- 
ter of Leonia, N.J. He said the 
plates were taken after he was 
involved in an auto accident in 
New York several weeks ago.

The Halloween-masked hold- 
upmen handcuffed four Roman 
Catholic priests and a sexton 
and then waited calm ly for the 
bank truck to come yesterday 
morning for the parish’s Sun­ 
day 
offering. 
They 
disarmed 
and bound the guards and, pos­ 
sibly assisted by three confed­ 
erates, loaded the loot into a 
waiting car and fled within 20 
minutes. 


The only injury was a bruised 
ankle received by one of the 
guards 
when 
he 
was 
over­ 
powered by one of the gunmen. 


The 
dramatic 
robbery 
was 
executed with calm precision 
while a Mass was in progress 
in St. Anthony’s Roman Catho­ 
lic Church and mourners were 
gathering outside awaiting the 
start of a funeral.

a 1964 Chevrolet, 
had been stolen from its owner 
several days ago. First descrip­ 
tions of the getaway car had 
said it was a Buick.

Sheppard said only a few 
minimum 
requirem ents 
are 
n e c e s s a r y for volunteers. 
They should be able to drive, 
m ay have to learn about first 
aid and may be taught to 
operate 
radio 
and 
medical 
equipment. 
Sheppard 
also 
asked 
the 
supervisors for help in work­ 
ing out a better arrangem ent 
on radio communications. He 
said under the new police ra ­ 
dio set - up in the countywide 
system, it was “ alm ost impos­ 
sible” to contact police for 
help from the ambulence.
